coal is of importance as a factor of 
danger in the cases alluded to. In other 
words, while it is asserted on the ono 
hand that either kind is poisonous, it is 
claimed on the other resuscitation is far 
more diflicult and doubtful if the gas 
inhaled is made of steam, naphtha and 
anthracite coal than it is if it is the old- 
fashioned coal gas

Bread iiflKing in London 


A London bakehouse is almost invari- 
bly situated In a cellar. Generally it is 
cellar that might do well enough lor 
le reception of lumber, but is utteily 
nftt for any other puipose, and, of all 
urposes to which it might possibly be 


j>ut, lor the manufacture of bread 
The 


mter spent a night m such a place a 
hort time ago. The walls were bulging, 
obwebby and old , the o\ ens were un- 
er the pavement of the street, the 
efuse of the bakehouse was deposited 
near the ovens , the four or five com- 
mitments into which the cellar was 
livided were small and close, and when 
he gas was lighted at midnight cock 
caches were swarming o-s er walls and 
sellings, chasing each other about the 
acks of flour.and holding assemblies in 
he bins 
This, however, was rather a 


.superior bakehouse. 
The duty and 


dismal caverns in which most of our 
iread is made are inaccessible 
It the 


>aker does not regard cleanliness as a 
moral obligation, he is, at any late, 
ully aware that the cellais in which he 
>raetices his myste>ry are not quite such 
ihow places as they ought to be 
1 he 


circumstance that they are underground, 
and that the ovens are so placed as to 
draw tlie air which feeds them— often 
from the close proximity of the druns — 
over the tioughs in whic h the dough is 
tneaded, is in itself sufficiently appall- 
ing. Bread readily absorbs the an that 
surrounds it, and ought nevei to be 
made or to be kept in confined places. 
In London, however, it is habitually 
made in dens so confined and nauseous 
that the baker's trade is one of the most 
unhealthy in existence. 


The condition of the bakehouses is 


one of the least evils connected with 
the existing system of bread-making 
Bread is made now after much the same 
fashion as was in vogue, piobably, in 
the Cities of the Plain 
The bi>'«.er still 


uses his naked ai ms in the piocess of 
kneading ihe "sponge" is laid in long 
wooden troughs 
Over these the jom- 


neyrnan baker, often woikmg in a tem- 
perature of ninety degrees, bends for 
half an hour or so while he kneacts the 
dough 
Of couise he perspires 
His 


occupation is as laborious almost as that 
of the blacksmith, aud produces similar 
outward effects However much he may 
be disposed to cleanliness, he can not 
pursue his occupation except under 
conditions, that to any one not accus- 
tomed to the process aie sickening to 
behold 
Alter belaboring the dough 


much as a housewife belabors a leather 
bed, ho "nibs his at ms out"— that is, 
he clears them oi the paste with whu h 
they are encrusted bj dipping his hands 
in dry Hour and nibbing them down his 
arms. The dough comes off in little 
rolls, which are ictnrned to the trough 
ane kneaded m with the bread 
This is 


not the c ase only in bakehouses which 
are doing a "cutting" business. It is 
the process common in all bakehouses. 
Ihedough which adheies to the arms, 
satuiatea as it must be with impurity, 
would otherwise be so muc h waste, and 
in a bakehouse nothing is wasted

This would be

the acre, and the oil finds a ready 
market at $5 a gallon. 
The yield of 


one acre would thus be $1,250, which 
for a 100 acre ranch would be a 
pretty fair income. But those li<; 
ures are not represented to apply to 
any but the very choicest tices. and 
an uncommonly good year. But, 
even computing profits of olive cult- 
ure at as low a tigure as one tenth, a 
twenty-acre ranch would support a 
family very comfortably after six or 
seven years of waiting. 
One. of the 


great advantages of olive culture is 
the fact that irrigation is not needed. 
In a climate where there is often 
such a scarcity of raiu, as in Califor- 
nia, this is a matter of much import- 
ance. The. olive tree also grows very 
old. 
There are trees in Asia Minor 


that are known to be over 1,200 years 
old, and are still in full bearing. 
In 


considering the prolits of fruit cult- 
ure, however, the dangers of insect 
pests, disease, and over-production 
must be kept in mind; and these are 
usually passed by without mention 
in the glowing descriptions of south- 
ern California. 


SOMF of the Washington barkeep-

Having procured license only to sell 
at wholesale, or in quantities not less 
than a pint each, they undertook to 
sell beer in pint glasses.

78, Quebec 24, New Brunswick 2, 
Manitoba 2, and Nova Scotia 1. 
Five of this aggregate have been 
merged in other companies or gone 
into liquidation. In ISul there were 
but two of these companies in Onta- 
rio. 
The assets of eighty of the 


companies which report the item 
amount to nearly $70,(K)0,000. Nine 
years ago the assets of the twenty- 
three companies then in existence 
were less than $11,000,000. 
The 


companies are authorized to receive 
money 
on 
debentures, and 
the 


amount thus held exceeds tho depos- 
its by more than 50 per cent, the 
debentures fund being $21,918,828. 
The rate paid for deposits is lower 
than for debentures, but the deben- 
tures have the advantage of being 
payable at fixed dates. The Toronto

Milton Wickeraham Found Dead in Hie 


Room this Forenoon.

house, Wells & Co/s, and Milton Wick- 
rsham,« go-about printer, who has been 
n Decatur for a number of weeks, have 
>een occupying a third story room in the 
lillikin bank building for some time. 
Ir. Wickersham during the past six 
weeks had been employed in the office of 


lie Decatur Review, but he had not been 
oing any work of late except to tinker 
t little engraving jobs for David Martin 
nd others in his room. He was a man 
more or less addicted to the use of intox- 
cating liquor, and last night he was 
under the influence of it. Mr. Russell 
.rent to the room at a late hour, feeling 
unwell. 
He found Wickersham there, 


moving about in hia corner, where he had 


shake-down bed on the floor. Ho de- 


ired Rnssell to take some opium, of 
which he himself had taken a portion, but 
lussell refused to take it, and was soon 
Iseep. 
Wickersham had prepared the 


iquid dose, and Russell says his room 
mate had not gone to l>ed when he went 
ojsleep. Before dropping asleep Russell 
asked Wickersham if he would go to the 


ardware store this morning and tell the 
roprietore that he wouldn't come to 
/ork until to-day noon. Along about li 
'clock this morning Russell was awak- 
ned by the groans and snoring of Wick- 
rsham, but he paid little attention to him, 
as he had often made such noises before, 


lussell awoke again at !( o'clock and no- 
teed Wickersham, as he supposed, still 
asleep in his corner. On awakening again 
t 11:45 o'clock, Russell found Wicker- 
ham cold

dead, with (ill of'
